THE FINANCIAL AND 
ECONOMIC ANNUAL 
OF JAPAN,

THE section of Mr. Sakatani’s 
Annual devoted to Agriculture, 
Industry, acd Commerce records 
that agriculture is the occupation 
of more than sixty per cent of the 
entire population of Japan, but 
in the application of scientific 
principles to the industry, and in 
the proportion of land under culti- 
vation, Japan is far behind the pro 
gressive nations of Europe. ‘The 
acreage of taxable lands was last re- 
turned at 18,981,688 cho, (equiva- 
lent to about 5,500,000 acres) and 
the proportion of this total area 
coming under cultivation remained 
in 1906 very much what it was ten 
years earlier, that is to say con- 
siderably lvss than half. No lee 
than 7,162,367 cho are ocgupied by 
forest, nud in recent years, more 
especially since the Forestry Law 
of 1897 cume into force, this has 
attracted attention as a popular 
industry, The cultivation of rice 
and of other cereals remains about 
stationary ; tea, which had been 
slowly declining showed a slight 
revival in 1904, the Inst year for 
which there are figures; while 
the production of silk cvcvons is 
steadily incrowing, with a corres- 
ponding development in the silk 
industry generally. “It is considered 
most nece-sary,” says the report, 
“to enlarge the small and irregular 
lots into whieh arable lund is divid- 
ed, to rearrange and straighten 
ronds built for ngricultural purposes 
and waterways, to put to profitable 
uses unproductive pieces of land 
which now lie waste among culti- 
vated fields, to improve land by 
facilituting irrigation and by 
other means, and to promote 
the use of machinery and 
other conveniences in agricultural 
pursuits, A law for the adjustment 
of cultivated land was issued in 
1900, and although i is easy to 
understand that other 
claimed public attention, i 
that the measure has already borne 
considerable fruit.” By a system of 
agricultural banks and societies and 
the estublishment of experimental 
farme, every encouragement possible 
hus been given to agriculture. ‘The 
increased output and improvement 
in the quality of nese silk is 
also in great measure due to Govern- 
ment assistance, backed up by the 
local authorities in opening trainin 
institutes, Stock-breeding has ad- 
mittedly been one of the chief 
industrial problems of Japan, and 
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the war caused a great defi 


in horses and exttle ; steps are now 
being taken to make this good and 
to encouraze more extensive breed- 


ing. 

5 ‘Phe value of * marine products” 
increased from Yen 10,759,173 in 
1895 to Yen 22,480,103 in 1904 
and there bas been a marked 
development in the export of 
fish in manufactured state.

THE TRAINING OF, 
NAVAL ENGINEERS. 


26th June, 

In December, 1902, Lord Sel- 
borne, who was then Firat Lord of 
the Admiralty, issued a memor- 
andum in which he down the 
principle of common early entry 
and training for naval officers 
Under this proposal, he stated, 
every officer would, in the broad 
sons, be an engineer. Since the 
memorandum has been issued the 
officers of the engineering depart- 
ment have taken the same titles as 
their comrades of executive rank, 
being known as Engineer-Lieuten- 
ant, Engineer-Commander etc., ax 
the case may be, There has, how- 
ever, been some uncertainty as to 
whether, under the new scheme, 
an officer who qualified himself as 
Lieutenant (E) would by so doing 
irrevocably separate himself from 
the other branches of the service, 
or whether, as in the case of Gun- 
nery, Torpedo, and Navigation 
officers, he would be eligible for 
promotion to the command of a 
sbip. The Admiralty regulal 
of 1905 for the entry and 
examination of officers pro- 
vided that candidates for com- 
missions as Executive,  En- 
gineer, or Marine officers, should 
pass 'n common examination 
and undergo for a p:riod of four 
years a common training, and 
whilat ib was specifically stated 
in a circular letter of an earlier 
date that Lieutenants (BE) would 
be eligible for promotion ns Com- 
manders, Captains, and Rear- 
‘Admirals (E) it was nob definitely 
explained what position these ranks 
would carry, In the case of Execu- 
tive officers specialisation is drop- 

after the rank of Commander.

out of the chaos of Corexn affairs, 

Hitherto the Japinese admit 
stration has nov thonght it nec s- 
say to pay much hecd to the 
clumsy calumny which has been 
persistenly l.velled against it, 
while of genuine criticism there has 
been almost onc. More serious 
than the propaga'ion of inventions 
as palpable as that which diclared 
Marquis Ito to be plotting vague 
in mischief Manchuria at a time 
when his daily doings in Tokio 
were public property, fas been the 
unwillingness of the Emperor and 
i@ Ministers to forego their old 
pastime of intrigue. It seems 
to be clearly established, as our 
Tokio correspondent explained in 
detail in our yesterday's issue, that 
advantage was tuken of the absence 
of Marquis Ito to work on this pro- 
pel of the Emperor pt to 
obtain his tacit, if not his open, 
support for the disturbances 
which have occurred. The p'ot 
was, like the stonethrowing at 
the railway carringe conveying 
the returning Resident-General, 
more annoying than dangerous, 
since it wus doomed to failure 
from the beginning: Already our 
telegrams inform us to-day, the 
return of Marquis Ito has had the 
salutary effect of bringing the Em- 
peror and his Ministers to their 
senses, and it may be hoped that it 
will not be necessary, as the “ Japan 
Mail” lately feared, to take more 
drastic measures thau those the 
Resident-General has yeb em- 
ploy “ Obviously,” ‘says our

maintained. The Japanese will

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feverish seasons, the men being 
given achange to further along 
Uupon the roadway, where the splen- 
didly refreshing Yannan air would 
have infused new life into them. 
As it is, nothing of all this was 
done, and the anguished cry of 
humanity must be heard. “Last 
January Frenchmen arriving from 
Yiicnan reported two-thirds of all 
the coolies who had been employed 
on the Nam'i valley railway al- 
ready dead, and that the newcomers 
soon would be. M. and Madame 
Comby, the distinguished French 
travellers, had already relsted how, 
as they passed through Yunnan, 
they met corpece of eoolien floating 
down the River, bow when 
they wont for a half-hour walk 
they saw at least three unburied 
corpses by the path—further 
poisoning the already fetid air, 
and how their own chairs we 
spat upon by the peasants of Yin- 
nan where previous travellers have 
met with nothing but civility and 
friendliness. Many a foreigner em- 
ployed upon the railway has come 
away with shattered heulth and a sad 
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felt they required—Yannan hardly 
producés enough food for its own 
consumptioi—and without money 
even if the food were there, day by 
day growing weaker, seeing their 
comrades dying round them, help- 
less, hopeless, and, we may depend 
upon it, hardly used, even if the 
armed men who drove them into 
tunnels are un exaggera'ion.

JOHN P. ROBERTS. 


We regret to record the death, which 
took place on Saturday morning at his 
residence, 2 Kiukiang Road, of Captain 
John P. Roberts, one of our best:known 
and most respected residents. The Inte 
Captain Roberts was the oldest of our 
American residents, he having como to 
settle down in Shanghai in 1861. Th 
deceased gentleman paid his firet vi 
to this port in 1845 in the ship Panama 
—the first American merchant ship 
to enter this port. In 1846 he took 
part in the first Shanghai rogatts, row- 
ing bow in the Canton four. In 1854 
Capt. Roberts returned to Chios ii 
command of the barque Storm, arriving

But some foreigners wore very 
jealous of our action in this respect, 
insomuch that letters appeared in the 
“North-China Daily News” rebukiog 
us for endeavouring to provoke further 
disturbance. This was in the opertinig 
days of the third moon. We felt that it’ 
was not fitting to argue and con- 
tented ourselves with restricted 
commouts, bat if the course we 
took had any favourable influence on 
the course of events we will not refuse 
to accept the name of provoking dis- 
turbance. But who ‘would hat thought 
that the case would after all have been 
settled in this fashion ? In the light of 
prosent events wo fool that we made 
ourselves ridiculous by our efforts, 
Alas! the world rushes on its mad way 
‘and hoaven rogards it with sleepy eyes 
unheeding.

TEA.—From Messrs. Welch, Lewis & Co's Report of 23rd June, 1906 :— 
We have pleasure in resuming our printed Tea Market advices for the Season. 
BLACK TEA.—The Market for new crop ‘Teas was opened at Hankow on May 16th at Tis. 50.55 per picul. 
‘The condition of crop turned out to Le rather disappointing, although the Teas from the Keemun District were of better 
quality than last year's Teas. ‘Taking into consideration the high Exchange prices have been well maintained. Fine 
quality Teas have been wanted and competition for them has been keen resulting in Tis. 2-3 per picul higher prices 
than were current for the same grades at the opening of last Season. The lowest quotation for whale leaf Teas is 
Hankow Tis. r0.80 a picul. Crack chops of Ningchow fetched Ts. 57.62 and Ichangs Tls. 69% a picul. 
Total Arrivals to the 15th inst. were, 517,916 half-chests, against 533,915 half-chests, in 1905, Settlements 
were 382,605 half-chests, against 428,611 half-chests at same date last Season. 
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GREEN TEAS.—Our Market for Pingsuey Teas was opened on the 12th inst. at about the same tael prices 
as last year. The cup quality is about equal to last Season, but the make of the leaf is inferior. A fair business was 
done at the opening, but the demand has now slackened and the Market closes quiet. Many of the later arrivals 
show slightly better quality than the earlier Teas. 

Wenchows.—About 16 chops have come to hand out of which 10 chops have been settled by one buyer at 
prices ranging from Tis. 21-28 per picul, or about the same tael prices as last year. 

The Teas are inferior to last year’s crop both in leaf and liquor. 

Hysons.— few lines of Wenchow have been shewn but nothing has been done in them as yet
